A South Vietnamese spokesman 
said when reinforced government 
troops arrived at the base last 
night they found the bodies of 
280 Communists in the area.

American troops all but aban- 
doned Khe Sanh combat base 
today two months alter it was 
reoccupled to support the South 
Vietnamese drive into Laos. 

Kha Sanh, in South Vietnam's 
northwest corner, was described 
as a wasteland as American forces 
withdrew. It was littered with 
the burned out remains of US. 
helicopters, vehicles and steel- 
lined bunkers. Black clouds of 
smoke curled into the air from 
'burning fuel dumps. Communist 
gunners had shelled Khe Sanh for 
the past two weeks.

A US. AC-119 “stinger” was 
diverted' over the area and opened 
fire with its 6.000-round-a- minute 
mini guns, destroying at least ten 
North Vietnamese trucks, spokes- 
men said.

Rebels Active 
In Wide Areas 
Of E. Pakistan 

NEW DELHI, April 2 I APi — 
Sheikh Mujlbur Rahman's in- 
dependence forces were active in 
vast sections of the East Pak- 
istan countryside today as the 
Pakistan government officially 
acknowledged— for the first time 
in eight days of upheaval— that 
normalcy was not the rule 
throughout the province. It said 
“miscreants In several parts of 
East Pakistan have been trying 
to harass and terrorize innocent 
and peaceful citizens." 

[The Royal Air Force today 
evacuated 102 Britons, Austra- 
lians, New Zealanders. Cana- 
dians, Netherlander and Swedes 
to Singapore from Dacca, the 
capital of East Pakistan. Reu- 
ters reported.] 

[A UJS. Embassy spokesman in 
Bangkok said, according lo 
United Press International, that 
a planeload of Americans would 
be evacuated from Dacca to 
Bangkok late this afternoon, on 
a UE. Air Force C-130 trans- 
port plane. There are 705 Amer- 
icans in the Dacca area.] 

[From the United Nations in 
New York, Reuters reported that 
Secretary General U Thant au- 
thorized the evacuation of ail 50 
UN personnel and their four 
dependents from East Pakistan. 

[All-India Radio reported to- 
night that the situation in East 
Pakistan was changing quickly, 
with the "freedom fighters” gain- 
ing the upper hand. UPI said. 

[The Pakistan Army was said 
to be in a desperate position in 
Comllla, where, according to 
earlier reports, the government 
troops had controlled the entire 
area. Heavy fighting was also in 
progress at the Rangpur canton- 
ment and communications be- 
tween Dacca and Rangpur had 
been disrupted, UPI said the 
radio reported. It also gave re- 
ports of heavy fighting in Sylhet 
and Khulna.l 

An AP correspondent who 
visited Jessore. 25 miles from the 
border, said the East Pakistan 
forces were in control of that 
city. Reports reaching Jessore 
said similar situations existed 
in other towns in the country- 
side. 

United News of India, in a dis- 
patch irom another border town 
north of Calcutta, said that ac- 
cording to one of its correspon- 
dents about 350 Pakistan soldiers 
surrendered to the West Pakistanis 
in the Jessore dLstrtet last night. 

Battle Damage 

[A Reuters correspondent said 
that he was shown around Jes- 
sore today by the “liberation 
forces” of Sheikh Mu jib and he 
saw 14 bodies— some torn apart 
by vultures dnd dogs. Many 
houses were damaged, his dis- 
patch reported.]

Grechko Boasts of Soviet Power, 
Sees Vietnam as U.S. 'Graveyard’ 


MOSCOW. April 2 CAPV— 
Soviet Defense Minister Andrei 
A. Grecliko boasted of Russia's 
war-making might today and 
declared that Vietnam was the 
“graveyard of imperialist milit- 
ary doctrine.” 

In a speech at the 24th Con- 
gress of the Sonet Communist 
party. Marshal Grechko said the 
Red Army and Navy were in a 
state of “constant preparedness 
to fulfill the orders of the party 
and the motherland.” 

If Soviet military strength is 
being increased, he said, it was 
“not for attack, but for the de- 
fense of the Soviet state and 
other countries of the Socialist 
community.” 

‘Ready to Punish* 

••Our armed forces are always 
reedy to punish the aggressor, • 
right on the territory from 
which it dares to violate the 
borders of our homeland,” he 
stated. 

In the Soviet arsenal, he said, 
“there exist weapons of huge 
destructive power which are ca- 
pable of reaching any point on 
the globe.” 

Western diplomats were un- 
certain whether he was referring 
to some new weapons, or simply 
to the known Soviet defense sys- 
tem. 

He used the word “oruzhie.” 
which can either mean a single 
“weapon” or "arm.” or the col- 
lective notion of “weaponry.” In 
the excerpts it distributed, the 
Tass English-language service 
chose to translate lt as “weap- 
ons.” 

Having assured the nearly 5,000 
congress delegates that the Soviet 
Union was secure, he lashed out 
at the United States for “prepar- 
ing for aggression” and "assum- 
ing the role of the world's gen- 
darme.” 

He said the United States had 
chosen Vietnam as the testing 
ground lor its strategy aDd ac- 
cused America of waging a 
•’criminal war” there. 

“But," Marshal Grechko said. 
“Vietnam has become the grave- 
yard of Imperialistic military 
doctrine.” 

He charged the United States 


with using “atomic blackmail” as 
the “main tool cf its foreign 
policy."

New Cairo Plan to Open Canal 
Is ‘Total Absurdity’ to Israel

JERUSALEM. April 2 <WP i 
A top aide of Premier Golda Meir 
today rebuffed as a "total absur- 
dity” Egypt's latest— and harsher 
-seven-point Irian for reopening 
the Sues Canal in exchange for 
a partial settlement of the Middle 
East conflict. 

However, Israeli Galili, minister 
without portfolio, said Israel was 
considering "all kinds of arrange- 
ments" for a partial settlement, 
but stressed he could not discuss 
them in public. 

His remarks, along with an 
equally vague statement on this 
score by Deputy Premier Yigal 
Alton, indicated that the govern- 
ment may clarify Its position 
either at the regular Sunday cabi- 
net meeting or when Mrs. Meir 
addresses the ruling Labor party 
congress later that same day. 

Both ministers' statements were 
issued after two days of consulta- 
tion among Mrs. Meir’s "kitchen 
cabinet." whose other members 
were joined by Foreign Minister 
Abba Ebon, who returned yester- 
day after a two week trip abroad. 

Beady-Made Plan 

In a separate statement, & For- 
eign Ministry spokesman said that 
reopening the Suez Canal could 
result only from negotiations and 
mutual agreement and not from 
an Egyptian "one-sided, ready- 
made plan.” 


Stressing that he was speaking 
in his personal capacity, Mr. Ga- 
lili. on sn Israeli Army radio 
program, lashed out against the 
new Egytplan proposals which ap- 
peared in all Cairo newspapers 
today. 

He denounced as "total ab- 
surdity” the proposals' Implica- 
tions which he interpreted as 
demanding Israel reopen the 
canal in exchange for being “so 
kind as to move the Egyptian 
Army across to the east bank of 
the canal, and perhaps the Soviet 
Army with it.”

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U.S. Jobless 
Rate Again 
Rises to 6% 

First Increase 
Since December 

WASHINGTON. April 2 CAP- 

DJi.— The unemployment rate in 
the United States rose to 6 per- 
cent lost month, up from 5.8 per- 
cent in February, the Labor 
Department reported today. 

The 2 percent age- point in- 
crease in the unemployment rate 
last month followed two con- 
secutive monthly declines. The 
rate was at 6 percent in January, 
and at 6 ” percent in December, 
which was a nine-year high. 

While the unemployment rate 
was increasing in March, the 
Labor Department said employ- 
ment remained on the “virtual 
plateau" where it has been since 
May. 1970. 

Total employment last month 
was a seasonally adjusted 78.475,- 
000. compared with 78,537.000 in 
February. Nani arm employment 
was at 70,563.000 in March, up 
slightly from 70,559,000 In Febru- 
ary. 

The Labor Department's report 
said there actually were 5.2 mil- 
lion jobless workers in March, & 
decline of 270,000 from February. 
But after seasonal adjustments, 
unemployment showed an In- 
crease of 150.000 to 5 million. 

Workweek Increases 

One encouraging sign in the 
March statistics was the increase 
in the average workweek cf fac- 
tory employees to 395 hours from 
395 hours the previous month. 
The manufacturing workweek is 
considered a key “leading” indi- 
cator of UJS. labor market de- 
mand. 

But another "leading” indicator, 
the average weekly overtime for 
factory workers, dropped to 2.7 
hours in March from 22 hours 
in February. 

The Labor Department said 
most of the March increase in 
unemployment occurred among 
persons between IS and 24 years 
old, many of whom were new 
entrants or re-entrants to the 
labor force. The unemployment 
rates for most major occupational 
groups in the labor force were 
relatively unchanged between 
March and February, the depart- 
ment said.

dential veto, the Senate yester- 
day approved. 63 to 10 , a two- 
year, $1.75 billion emergency em- 
ployment measure designed to fi- 
nancR 150,000 public service jobs 
in its first year.

Pipeline Blasted, Set Afire 
In Jordan; Guerrillas Blamed 


AMMAN, April 2 <UPI) 
Saboteurs blew up an American- 
owned oil pipeline in Jordan today 
and the government again accused 
guerrillas of attacking north Jor- 
dan from Syrian territory. 

Shooting was reported In Jerash, 
25 miles north of Amman, and 
Palestinian sources said guerrillas 
fought a three-hour battle with 
King Hussein's army in the ex- 
treme north of the country. 

But Amman was quiet. Residents 
of the capital said guerrillas ap- 
parently went underground in a 
concerted move. 

In Beirut. Arab diplomatic 
sources said the army had threat- 
ened to crack down on guerr illas 
unless they withdrew from the 
capital. 

A Jordanian military spokesman 
described these charges as "lies.” 

The spokesman said, "The aim 
behind these lies is dear. . . to 
create division among Arab broth- 
ers— the strategic aim of Israel” 

He called on guerrillas to hand 
over those responsible.

Yesterday, 
the government said, there was 
fire across the harder and an 
infantry unit crossed the frontier 
to attack 1 a Jordanian village.

Armstrong Is ‘Critical’ 


Soviet Press Critical 
MOSCOW. April 2 iReuters\— 
The Soviet press, to its first 
commentaries on the East Paki- 
stan upheaval, today called for a 
political settlement there and ex- 
pressed alarm at the Pakistan 
Army’s action.

BEIRUT, April 2 (NYT). — A 
swift and heavy buildup of Sov- 
iet weapons deliveries to Egypt 
that has been under way for the 
last three weds appears aimed 
at neutralizing the Israeli Air 
Force from offensive action, ac- 
cording to assessments of West- 
ern experts. 

The focus of the buildup, on 
the basis of present evidence, 
seems to be on creating an air- 
defense shield for the full length 
of the Nile Valley, with a par- 
ticular concentration to the up- 
per reaches around the Aswan 
High Dam. 

The dam itself Is considered 
to vulnerable to anything short 
of twrfpqr bombs, but lt6 large 
electric power house would be a 
tempting target for the Israeli 
Air Force to retaliation for any 
resumption, of warfare along the 
Suez Canal. 

Apparently as part of the build- 
up, tourists have been forbidden 
to fly to Aswan from today un- 
til May 15.

Other strategic facilities hi the 
Nile Valley, including factories, 
bridges and thermal power plants, 
have been vulnerable to attack 
by fighter-bombers coming in by 
the Gulf of Suezior the. Red pea 
to avoid what Israelis describe 
as a "solid wall" of anti-aircraft 
missiles along the length of the 
Suez Canal front. 

The present buildup began 
about a week after President 
Anwar Sadat returned from 
Moscow early last month, with 
an expensive, large-scale airlift 
of equipment to Egypt by four- 
engine Soviet transports.

Mr. Sheely could 
not be reached for comment.

WASHINGTON, April 2 «WP». 
—A German submarine that has 
criftel along the bottom of the 
Gulf of Mexico since 1942 may 
contain enough mercury to 
threaten the fishing industry on 
Florida's vest coast. 

The submarine was sunk south 
of New Orleans on Aug. 1, 1942, 
rnd has apparently been pushed 
by currents and storms east to 
Tampa Bay. Fla-, where a 
Florida salvager says it rests in 
200 feet of water. 

“There is as much as 200 tons 
of mercury aboard the sub," sal- 
vage operator Jack C. Gaddy, 
43, said yesterday. “The mercury 
is in canisters fore and aft. and 
was used to trim the vessel after 
it was submerged." Mr. Gaddy 
said. Mercury brings about S15 a 
pound today— 200 tons would cost 
86 million. 

While most experts had doubts 
that the submarine had 200 tons 
of mercury on board, some 
federal officials were concerned 
that there might be as much as 
one ton of the toxic chemical 
still in the submarine. 

Mercury Used as Ballast? 

Mr. Gaddy claimed that Ger- 
man submarines of a class known 
as IX-C used mercury for trim- 
ming ballast. The submarine 
which Mr. Gaddy says Is now' at 
the bottom of Tampa Bay bore 
the number U-166 and is of the 
class IX-C. 

“It was built in 1339 or 1940," 
said a naval attache at the West 
German Embassy in Wash- 
ington, "but I do not believe Mr. i 
Gaddy's claim that it had a mer- ; 
cury ballast. I'm sure the only 
mercury aboard the boat is in ’ 
the torpedoes.'' j 

While nobody expert enough to 
support or challenge Mr. Gaddy 
could be found yesterday, several 
UJ5. submarine experts acknow- 
ledged that the boat might have 
used a mercury ballast for trim- 
ming. 

“It's not far-fetched." one sub- 
mariner said. “Several of our re- 
search submarines use a mercury 
ballast, but I don't think a sub- 
marine the size of this U-boat 
would have any more than 2,000 
pounds of mercury for ballast." 

If the submarine contains even 
that much mercury and if lt in- 
deed lies in Tampa Bay as Mr. 
Gaddy suggests, then it does pose 
a threat to the fish along Flor- 
ida's west coast. 

“The gulf current might carry 
tliat mercury down to Key West 
and then up 'along Florida's east 
coast." Mr. Gaddy contends. “It 
might pollute the entire Florida 
fishing industry." 

A Single 6-Year Term 
Urged for President

Accept a Contract - 
On American Model 

LONDON. April 2 iDPJ 
Striking Ford workers voted over- 
whelmingly today to accept an 
American-style pay agreement 
unique to Britain and end their 
nine-week-oJd walkout, the cost- 
liest In the British automotive in- 
dustry. 

Workers ai all 21 plants of the 
American-owned Ford Motor Co. 
accepted the firm's offer to in- 
crease wages by about 32 percent 
over a two-year period in a secret 
ballot supervised by labor-union 
officials. 

Union officials said tonight 
that a “large majority" of the 
50,000 workers employed at the 
plants voted for the offer despite 
attempts by militant shop-floor 
stewards to persuade the men 
to reject it. 

A Ford spokesman said several 
“groups tried to sabotage and 
undermine the ballot." He declin- 
ed to elaborate. 

Work Starts Monday 
The company said work would 
re:-ume at all the plants Monday. 

The strike cost the company 
£90 million in lost production. 
Henry Ford 2d visited London 
during the walkout and said his 
firm would make no new invest- 
ments in Britain because of the 
company's labor unrest. 

The agreement provides for 16 
percent increases for each year 
of the two-year agreement. The 
unions had sought annual in- 
creases of up to r J) percent. 

The new agreement will in- 
crease the average weekly earn- 
ings. including overtime and shift 
work, of Ford assembly-plant 
workers from £35 to £47 over 
the two-year period. 

In return, unions represent ins 
the Ford workers have agreed not 
to seek additional increases or to 
strike during the lire of the 
agreement. 

First Like U.S.'s 
It marks the first time an agree- 
ment similar to those negotiated 
in the United States has been 
implemented in the British auto- 
motive industry. Most British 
pay agreements set no expiry 
date, allowing unions to make 
new wage claims at a time of 
their own choosing. 

A Ford spokesman said the new 
agreement could become legally 
binding on the unions, if both 
sides agree, when the govern- 
ment's industrial-relations bill 
comes into force. 


DETROIT, April £ lUPli.— The 
United Auto Workers agreed to- 
day to continue contract talks 
with American Motors Corp., lit- 
tle more than six hours before a 
threatened strike deadline. 

The move came after the union 
rejected two contract proposals 
by AMC and had a counteroffer 
of its own turned down by AMC 
negotiators. Talks were recessed 
at 1:05 am. and it is up to AMC 
officials to decide when negotia- 
tions will resume. 

Pact Expired in October 

The strike had been schedul- 
ed to start at 6:45 am. The 
union still is free to strike the 
nation's fourth -largest automaker 
at any time since the 21,000 DAW 
members at AMC were without a 
contract. 

The old one-year pact expired 
Oct. 16 but was extended subject 
to three days' cancellation notice, 
which was given earlier this week. 

Only 3,500 production employees 
were scheduled to work today at 
AMC plants in Milwaukee and 
Kenosha, Wise., as a UAW walk- 
out at Hayes- Albion Corp., in 
Albion. Mich„ caused a parts 
shortage. 

The lack of parts forced a halt 
of assembly operations at AMC's 
Brampton, Ontario, plant Tues- 
day. However, the company plan- 
ned to be back in full production 
at all three plants, at least 
temporarily, on Monday. 

The UAW's American Motors 
Council yesterday rejected a com- 
pany offer of a four-year contract 
and demanded Instead a three- 
year agreement which would 
bring AMC workers to parity with 
their counterparts at General f 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler. 

However, after caucusing for 
several hours, union negotiators 
presented new demands for a 
four - year contract, proposing 
separation of national and local 
plant contract issues.

Nixon Decline 
In Poll May Be 
Leveling Off 

PRINCETON. N-J- April 2 
< APi. —Public confidence in 
President Nixon has reached 
its lowest level since he assum- 
ed office, according to the 
latest Gallup PdIL 

But the most recent figures 
— 50 percent approval— Indi- 
cate the downward trend 
may be leveling off. the poll 
said. It reported that in Jan- 
uary. Mr. Nixon's approval 
rating was 56 percent and in 
February it was 51 percent, 
only 2 percent above the 
March figure. 

The poll indicates that the 
key factors in the decline in the 
President's popularity have 
been discouragement over the 
Indochina war and the state 
of the economy. 
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Prague’s Political Trials 


Two political trials in Czechoslovakia this 
month must arouse grave misgivings. They 
raise the possibility that the most ruthless 
pro-Moscow elements in Czechoslovakia— 
those who have been calling for the trial 
and punishment of all involved in the late, 
lamented “Prague Spring" or 1968— have 
come out on top fn the political infighting 
surrounding Gustav Husak. 

In one of the trials the defendants were 
a group of young people who had formed a 
“Revolutionary Socialist party*’ to combat 
bureaucracy and agitate for their version cf 
true socialism. For this "crime.” these 
Czechoslovak members of the worldwide “New 
Left’- were sentenced to prison terms of 
up to four years. In another trial. Gen. 
Vaclav Prchlik was sentenced to three years 
in jail by a military tribunal. 

To evaluate the importance of the latter 
miscarriage of justice, it is necessary to 
recall that General Prchlik was one of the 
authentic heroes of the Dubcek era. In mid- 


December, 1967. while President Antonin 
Novotny’s political fate still was uncertain. 
It was Prchlik who exposed the plans for a 
military coup by Novotny’s supporters. Such 
a coup. If successful, would have prevented 
Dubcek from succeeding Novotny. Later, a 
month before the Soviet Invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia. Prchlik called publicly for the 
equality of all Warsaw Pact members, point- 
ed out that nothing In the pact permitted 
one member-state to station troops in an- 
other member-state’s territory without the 
latter's permission, and revealed that the 
Warsaw Pact’s joint command consisted only 
of Soviet officers. 

It is apparently for these statements that 
General Prchlik — who was long ago stripped 
of his rank and reduced to a manual laborer 
—has now been sentenced to prison. His leal 
offense, of course, was his patriotism and his 
love of freedom, both sentiments now frown- 
ed upon by the servile regime in Prague.

The Manson Murder Convictions 


The conviction and sentencing of Charles 
W. Manson and three young women for the 
seven Tate-LaBIanca murders brings to an 
end at last — or at any rate to its ultimate 
stage — a nightmare aberration in American 
life. The crimes of which a jury, after long 
deliberation and a seemingly Interminable 
trial, found these defendants guilty were so 
senseless and so hideous as to be almost 
incomprehensible. The perpetrators of them 
appear to be stripped of humanity and thus 
scarcely to be fit objects of human compas- 
sion. If retribution were the sole purpose of 
criminal justice, it would be hard to con- 
ceive of a penalty commensurate with their 
crime. 

The four defendants were sentenced by the 
jury to die in a gas chamber which the state 
of California maintains— but has not used 
for several years— to extinguish human lives 
it deems unworthy of continuance. The death 
penalty for the taking of a human life ap- 
peals to mam- people as haring a kind of 
crude fitness or equivalence — an embodiment 
of the doctrine commonly cited as an eye 
for an eye. a tooth for a tooth: but the 
doctrine is more vengeful than rational, and 
even in Biblical times it was not applied 
literally. The trouble with it is that it reduces 
the state to the level of the murderer. 

What ought to be done with Manson and 


his zombie-like female assassins? The judge 
who conducted their trial has authority to 
reduce their sentences to life Imprisonment. 
To exterminate them Is to deny all pos- 
sibility of redemption or atonement — a 
judgment which it seems blasphemous for 
mortal men to make. Perhaps in the mysteri- 
ous and intricate infcerworkings ol the uni- 
verse, even these wretched creatures have 
some inscrutable function to fulfill. Per- 
haps something can be learned from their 
warped lives. Perhaps confinement, which 
would keep them from ever again harming 
any of their fellow men. could serve at least 
better than death to find some redeeming 
service that they might still perform in life. 

The preservation of their lives would be, 
at any rate, a tribute to the state's sense of 
the sanctity of life. To kill them is to con- 
done killing. It cannot be Justified on the 
basis of any theory of deterrence, for minds 
so misshapen are not likely to be governed 
by reason or by the prospect of punishment. 
To let them live out their allotted life spans 
in prison and engage in some useful employ- 
ment assigned to them is to say to mankind 
that all human life has value even though 
it may be beyond human discernment. And 
It is to recognize that there is an authority 
higher than the law.

Pakistan's Agony 

The military regime of West Pakistan may 
succeed in controlling most cities of the 
Eastern province for a time. But in the long 
run the attempted occupation is bound to 
fail. The chance for a united Pakistan, even 
as a loose confederation, seems to be per- 
manently gone. The sooner West Pakistan 
gives up its military intervention, the more 
possible will it be to establish at least some- 
what decent relations between two new 
sovereign states. Bangla Desh has suffered 
severe damage due to its recent catastrophic 
floods and the present armed conflict. It has 
always been plagued by Inadequate industri- 
alization. insufficient domestic food supplies 
and a fatal neglect of its flood-control and 
irrigation systems. It will need large-scale 
international aid to overcome Its desperate 
situation in the months ahead.

Hope Recedes on Berlin

represents a piece of unsettled business left 
over from the Second World War and until 
it Is settled it is useless to pretend that Eu- 
rope is safe. As long as Western military 
force remains the only guarantee of the 
city's life-ilnes to the West any talk of dis- 
armament or troop withdrawals Is bound to 
be somewhat academic. For that reason there 
can be no worthwhile conference on Eu- 
ropean security while the Berlin problem is 
unregulated.

The second Is that 
the generals who order crimes are as guilty 
as those who commit them. The United 
StftteB enforced this principle against its 
vanquished enemies in Germany and Japan. 
For its own sake the U.S. must now enforce 
the principle against Americans.

From Herbert to J. Edgar Hoover 


TTfASHINGTON. — The recent 

vv disclosures about extensive 
government spying on private 
citizens raise a practical ques- 
tion: Why not a domestic intel- 
ligence advisory board to help 
the President maintain a balance 
between the security of the na- 
tion and the rights of its citi- 
zens? In short, a counterpart 
in the domestic Intelligence field 
to the excellent committee of 
distinguished citizens now serv- 
ing as President Nixon’s foreign 
intelligence advisory board? 

The foreign intelligence board 
was originally proposed by the 
Hoover Commission and estab- 
lished by President Elsenhower 
on a limited basis in 1956. when 
it was discovered that separate 
intelligence operations were 
spreading from the State and 
Defense Deportments into other 
agencies cf the government with- 
out effective coordination and 
often without the knowledge of 
the President himself. 

When President Kennedy 
stumbled into the Bay of Pigs 
disaster In Cuba In 1961. he re- 
vived this board and gave lt 
wider powers to supervise the 
operations of all foreign-intel- 
ligence gathering agencies. No 
such protection has been provided 
for the President and the people 
in the domestic intelligence field, 
however, despite the fact that 
the FBI. the armed services, and 
other arms of the government, 
aided by all the new technologic- 
al means of gathering, storing 
and retrieving information, have 
been increasing their surveillance 
over private citizens. 

What Can Be Done? 

Much has been written about 
both the dangers of subversion 
and crime on the one lund. and 
the dangers of unregulated gov- 
ernment snooping on the other, 
but the question now is what 
can be done about it? The gov- 
ernment clearly lias a duty to 
preserve “domestic tranquility” 
and needs to gather accurate in- 
formation to prevent or detect 
serious crimes or threats of rebel- 
lion. but this dilemma cannot be 
resolved either by relying on what 
the Justice Department call-; the 
“self- discipline" of the intelli- 
gence community, or by abolish- 
ing secrecy. 

Intelligence operations, as a 
distinguished and experienced 
lawyer here has pointed out. are 
not the same as the usual 
methods of public scrutiny. Giv- 
ing the Congress or the public 
access to the security files could 
in many ways do greater harm 
to the rights of Individuals than 
the present policy of rigid secrecy. 

At the same time, the recent 
disclosures about the FBI's use 
of informers, telephone operators, 
and postal employees on university 
campuses, and the close surveil- 
lance of Individuals who attend 
anti-war demonstrations or go to 
the Soviet Union for a few days, 
clearly Indicate that relying on 
the self-discipline of J. Edgar 
Hoover is scarcely the answer to 
the problem. 

Paid Informers have the per- 
spectives and prejudices of their 
trade. They are trained to gather 
and use information, not to weigh 
Its value or worry too much about 
the civil liberties of the people. 
Also, officials at the top of the 
government who use this kind 
of information don't always have 
time to police the methods used 
by the snoopers or the m e a n s 
to check the accuracy or the 
information or limit its distribu- 
tion. 

Even if the Congress takes the 
armed services out of the busi- 
ness of spying on private citizens 
and politicians at home, there

will still be a need for some kind 
of organization to supervise the 
projects and methods used by 
the various intelligence agencies, 
and here the instructions to the 
foreign-intelligence advisory 
board suggest a useful guide. 

It was instructed to advise the 
President concerning the objec- 
tives, conduct, management and 
coordination of the various 
activities making up the national 
intelligence effort: to conduct a 
continuing review and assessment 
of intelligence and related activ- 
ities; and to report to the Presi- 
dent on its findings, appraisals 
and recommendations. 

More important, in his execu- 
tive order establishing the board. 
President Kennedy instructed the 
heads of ail foreign-intelligence 
agencies “to make available to 
the board any information with 
respect to foreign-intelligence 
matters which the beard may 
require.” and provided the board 
with an adequate independent 
staff to help meet its responsi- 
bilities. 

The evidence is that this sys- 
tem worked well, first under Dr. 
James R. Killi&n jr., of MIT. 
later under Clark Clifford before 
he became secretary of defense, 
and now under Adm. George W. 
Anderson, 

Much depends, however, on the 


independence, integrity and 
knowledge of the members of the 
beard, and particularly on the 
confidence and cooperation of the 
President. In President Ken- 
nedy’s case, he regarded the 
bo&rd not only as a protection 
to the nation, but as a means 
of knowing what was going on. 
and therefore as a protection for 
himself and his administration. 

He did not. however, have a 
similar advisory committee in the 
domestic Intelligence field, nor 
does President Nixon today. In 
fact, even Sen. Sam Ervin of 
North Carolina, who has been 
looking Into this problem, still 
does not know who was super- 
vising the Army’s domestic spy- 
ing operations. 

“I doubt.” said Jerome B. Wies- 
ner, the new head of MIT, "that 
anyone i3 aware of the full ex- 
tent of the surveillance and infor- 
mation collection activities that 
go on in this nation.” and nobody 
yet has come forward to remove 
his. doubts. 

The President, however, has the 
power to create an advisory com- 
mittee without delay and is now 
considering doing so. All be has 
to do Is sign the appropriate 
executive order, and this would 
have the support of almost every- 
body In the capital, with the pos- 
sible exception of J. Edgar Hoover.

YORK.— For millions of 
Americans, the Calley verdict 
has raised terrible questions 
about the responsibility for 
tilings that have happened in In- 
dochina in the last six years. It 
is right and Inevitable that we 
examine that record of the 
past. But it Is more urgent that 
we face one simple fact about 
the present : In this year, 1971, more 
civilians are being killed and 
wounded in the three countries 
of Indochina, and more made 
refugees, than at any time in 
history. Most of those casualties 
are caused, and those people 
made refugees, by American and 
allied military activity. 

That is the estimate of the 
experts on Edward Kennedy's 
Senate subcommittee on refugees, 
whose figures on the civilian toll 
ol the war are recognized as the 
best available. In other words, 
as Americans are told by their 
government that the war is 
winding down, the number of 
Vietnamese. Cambodians and 
Laotians being killed and maimed 
and made homeless Is at a 
record high. 

The realities behind that fact 
can be illustrated in a number of 
ways. 

In South Vietnam alone last 
year, the subcommittee estimates, 
the number of civilians killed 
averaged more than 500 a week. 
That was six times the figure 
for American war deaths. 

In the last three months of 
1970, 150,000 people In South 
Vietnam became refugees. On 
the very day that Calley was 
sentenced for the massacre at My 
Lai, South Vietnamese troops 
began a sweep of the My Lai 
area that officials believed could 
drive 16,000 villagers from their 
homes. 

In Cambodia, a check last 
August showed 1,000,000 refugees 
—In a country of 6.000,000 people. 
The figure is undoubtedly higher 
now, after more American bomb- 
ing. Cambodia used to live with 
political compromises that were 
awkward but at least did avoid 
the real ravages of war. The 
refugees and civilian casualties 
have come In the last year.

la Laos — with a population 
or only 3.000,000 — 292,000 are of- 
ficially on the books as refugees. 
And again the experts say that 
American bombing Is the prin- 
cipal cause. People do not 
usually leave their homes merely 
because of the presence of Viet 
Cong or North Vietnamese troops 
in the area. 

In the past. American 
politicians and generals who or- 
dered saturation bombings and 
free-fire zones, the burning of 
villages and defoliation, un- 
doubtedly told themselves that 
such actions served a legitimate 
purpose — an earlier end to the 
war. For that reason, among 
others, it must be difficult to 
define "war crimes” in Indochina.. 

But that reason is no longer 
easy to argue. Can it really be 
said that killing and wounding 
Chilians and driving them from 
their homes on such a scale 
serves any legitimate political 
purpose? 

The United States is supposed 
to be withdrawing from Indo- 
china. But as the ground troops 
leave, bombing and air-support 
activities spread. The political 
ala is to maintain the present 
Saigon government in office. But 
can that end justify the use of 
milita r y means that are neces- 
sarily Indiscriminate, as the cruel 
figures of civilian casualties 
show? 

That is a question that every 
American official connected with 
the war, and every high-rank- 
ing m i l ita r y officer, will have to 
begin asking himself. Whatever 
the law may be, whatever the 
doctrine of Nuremberg or the 
Vam s shlta case, does he as an 
individual want to share moral 
responsibility now for a war 
policy that holds human, life, 
civilian life, so cheap? 

The curious thing is that the 
cost of the war to the actual 
residents of Indochina hardly 
ever figures In official speeches. 
President Nixon, in his major 
talks on the war since Nor. 3, 
1869, has spoken about American 
casualties and the defense of an 
Independent South Vietnam and 
the danger of the United States 


being seen as a “pitiful helpless 
giant." He hag not mentioned 
the human cost of the ‘war to 
the people of Tfidochlha- the con- 
tinuing cost of a continuing war. 

It seems unlikely that the 
President can go on much longer 
showing little or no sensitivity 
to that human Cost. Three weeks 
ago. from abroad, I wrote that 
I thought Nixon was wrong if 
he believed Americans felt no 
moral concern for death .and 
disintegration amg ri g the Indo- 
chinese people. After traveling 
in this country I am. even more 
convinced that there Is such 
concern. 

Americans are not worried only . 
about American casualties In 
Vietnam— more and more of them 
want to stop the -killing all over 
Indochina. More and more of 
them feel a national responsibility 
for terrible things that have hap- 
pened and are still happening In 
Indochina, and they want those 
things to end. That is why, even 
before the Calley verdict, there 
was evidence of developing con- 
cern about war crimes. 

All this must have a serious Im- 
pact on President Nixon 's pall ideal 
options as he considers what to 
tell this country about our course 
InTnrtochtna. He has to deal now 
not only with, a new awareness of 
military realities after Laos but 
also with a new American 
awareness of the moral realities 
tn Indochina. 


Calley’ s Crime 

I am deeply distressed at 
the outcry in America over the 
conviction of Lt. William Calley 
for murdering, and for ordering 
murdered, unarmed and unresist- 
ing civilians In Vietnam. Cer- 
tainly no one doubts that a mas- 
sacre took place in My Lai, and 
that Lt. Calley led it. One hears 
statements to the effect that he 
should not be made a scapegoat, 
that h -1 should not be made to 
bear responsibility for the mas- 
sacre when others who have net 
been tried arc also guilty. This is 
an incredible argument. If five 
men rob a bank, killing everyone 
In lh and only one is caught by 
the police, one wonders if these 
critics of Lt. Galley's conviction 
would argue that the one mur- 
derer caught should go free be- 
cause his companions were not 
tried with him? 

One also hears the statement 
that this was war. with all of Its 
special pressures. But it must be 
recalled that thpre were men. 
with Lt. calley. facing the same 
danger, feeling the same fear, un- 
der the same orders from their . 
superior officers (and. it must be 
noted, under the direct orders of 
Lt. Calley). who. refused to mur- 
der dvdioni at My Lai because 
they knew this would be a crime. 

Perhaps this refusal by some 
American soldiers to participate 
In the massacre win provide the 
ultimate salvation from . the • 
shame and dishonor that Lt. Cal- 
ley "a act has brought on the Unit- 
ed States. But. on reflection, this 
is not likely to be the case. If Lt. 
Colley's conviction results in «ym-. 
pnthy for him, criticism of the 
Army for trying him. and cam- 
paigns by the American Legion, 
and others to support him. rather 
than resulting in a revulsion and 
sense of horror on the part of the 
American people, then perhaps 
we have Indeed become the war- 
like and war-loving people that 
our Critics contend we are. There 
Is perhaps no way out of Viet- . 
naxn. because Vietnam has be- 
come a part of us ail— a callous, 
cynical and brutal part of Amer- 
ica. and this may well, prove to 
be the ultimate tragedy of our' 
Vietnam involvement..

Turk Premier 
Sets Program 
For Reforms 

But Makes No Changes 
In Pro- West Policies 

ANKARA, April 2 (APi,— 
Turkish Premier Nihat Erim 
presented the program of hu 
•‘reform government” today, 
calling for nationalization in 
some sectors, land redistribution 
and strict law and order — but no 
significant change in Turkey's 
pro-Western foreign policy. 

The 59-year-old former law 
professor was installed os pre- 
mier after an armed forces ul- 
timatum ousted the conservative 
government of Suleiman Demirel 
on March 12. 

A week ago Mr. Erim announc- 
ed a “brain trust" cabinet 
dominated by non -political tech- 
nicians. Today Mr. Erim read 
liis program in parliament and 
asked lor a vote of confidence. 
The vote is expected next Wed- 
nesday or Thursday after discus- 
sions. 

Support Ordered 

The politicians have been vir- 
tually ordered to support Mr. 
Erim, who included ministers from 
three major parties in his ca- 
binet. The armed forces com- 
manders, who ousted Mr. Demirel. 
threatened to seize power directly 
if a “strong and respected gov- 
ernment'" was not formed to 
halt disorders and introduce 
reforms. 

Mr. Erim's program included “a 
mixed economy" of private en- 
terprise, “working for the benefit 
of society" and said that state 
investments would be the foun- 
dation of development. 

Foreign investment in both 
fields appeared to b*’ threatened 
by the Erim program. 

The program also stated that 
wholesale petroleum sales from 
storage facilities will be national- 
ized. Currently, three foreign 
companies — affiliates of Shell, 
Mobil and British Petroleum- 
market petroleum products in 
Turkey on a wholesale and detail 
basis. 

The Erim government pledged 
a land reform which would in- 
clude limits on landholdings and 
distribution of land to poor 
formers. 

“One of our first duties will 
be to establish security, order and 
stability which has broken down 
in the nation and repair the 
shaken respect for the state and 
security forces.” the program 
also said. 

Turkey has been disrupted by 
urban violence in recent months. 
American installations have been 
frequent targets of bombings and 
shootings and there have been 
two kidnappings of U8. service- 
men this year. Four of Turkey's 
major universities are currently 
closed because of student violence.

Mr. Chi. a vice-minister for 
foreign affairs for more than 25 
years, was given his new title 
in a report by the New China 
News Agency on the signing in 
Peking yesterday of an agreement 
between China and Mauritania 
on economic and technical coop- 
eration. Vice-Premier Li Hrfen- 
nlen signed the agreement for 
China at a ceremony attended 
by Premier Chou En-lai. Mr. Chi 
and other officials. 

This was the first time any 
Chinese official had been describ- 
ed in the Chinese press as for- 
eign minister since the end of 
1968. when Chen Ti was last 
accorded the title. At the height 
of the purge known as the Cul- 
tural Revolution. Chen Vi. who 
assumed the position of foreign 
minister in 1958, came under 
-.severe attack by radical elements. 

Ministries Were Disrupted 

The normal operations of the 
Foreign Ministry and most other 
ministries were disrupted during 
the CulturaTRevolution. and the 
process of recovery has been slow. 

The gap In the leadership of 
the Foreign Ministry had been 
increasing noticeably because of 
China’s accelerated activity ■ in 
the field of foreign affairs over 
t lie past two years. During that 
time. Peking replaced nearly all 
of the ambassadors recalled in 
the early stages of the Cultural 
Revolution. And in the space of 
just six months. China has estab- 
lished diplomatic relations with 
seven countries, bringing to 52 
the number of governments with 
winch it lias formal ties. 

Post Not Certain 

Mr. Chi’s appointment may 
be provisional and does not 
necessarily mean that he wiil be 
confirmed as minister. He does 
not have the party standing that 
usually goes hanc- in-hand with 
decision-making in China. While 
Chen . Yi was a member of the 
PoUtical Bureau during the peri- 
od that he was active as for- 
eign minister.

Biologist Warns 
Food Faddists 
On Brain Damage 

LOS ANGELES. April 2 tWP). 
—The “back to nature" food 
faddists may be creating a future 
generation of mental defectives, 
a biologist has warned. 

“What worries me are the 
health food nuts... who adopt 
such things as diets which con- 
tain almost no protein." Dr. Paul 
D. Saltman told a seminar on 
nutrition here. “Then they’re 
giving birth to children whom 
they’re dooming to mental de- 
Tectlveness by failing to take care 
of themselves, much less the chil- 
dren." 

Dr. Saltman. professor of 
biology at the San Diego, branch 
of the University of California, 
explained that evidence is clear 
that protein deficiency before 
tirth and in the first year after 
birth does irreparable damage to 
human mental capacity. 

He attacked the health food 
fanatics who claim only natural 
nutrients will nourish, athletic 
coaches i*‘among the worst food 
faddists”!, the promoters of ex- 
otic diets for weight control and 
Dr. Linus Pauling and his mega- 
vitamin theory for prevention of 
the common cold. 

Dr. Saltman. who is an author- 
ity on iron metabolism and sub- 
stances which prevent use of 
iron in the body, said massive 
doses of Vitamin C. which Dr. 
Pauling advocates, could gravely 
endanger women with low border- 
line Iron deficiency anemia. A 
woman consuming massive quan- 
tities of vitamin C presumably 
could put herself into a critical 
state as to hemoglobin, he warn- 
ed.

XT days. Although- not' widely 
known to the public, this collec- 
tion was the source of several ex- 
tremely fine old masters now in 
the National Gallery- of London. 

The Goltsius drawing has been 
discussed and reproduced in 
several scholarly works. Above all, 
a photograph and a lengthy dis- 
cussion of it appears In the 
standard book on Hendrick Golt- 
zius drawings b£ Dr. E. K J. Renz- 
nicefc. Iii his catalogue raison- 
nd, Dr. Besnicek dates the draw- 
ing circa 1596. 

All these factors contribute to 
making -the 8,000 guineas seem 
more reasonable. The drawing 
ranks among the. mg?t important 
and beautiful early European 
landscapes and is by an artist 
whose .works are incredibly rare.

brown Ink Was cheap at 60 
guineas ($151). Even less ex- 
pensive, comparatively speaking, 
was an early 16th-century draw- 
ing which sold for 240 guineas 
($605). One might argue that 
the low price was due to Its being 
circula r — a format Intensely dis- 
liked by many buyers who cling 
to some of the most absurd pre- 
judices. 

The seesaw trend in the prices 
probably reflects an often-verifi- 
ed phenomenon: There are far 
more opportunities' of making 
good buys In old master drawings 
than in did master paintings — 
there are far more of them, thus 
less competition. Also, drawings 
being a more difficult field offer 
more opportunity to the discern- 
ing collector. 

But the irregular trend bolds 
another lesson— It points to a 
crisis situation. It is not true, as 
one hears so often, that all high- 
quality work sells well and that 
all minor things tend to go down 
in price. It seems to me that 
this sort of seesaw sale reflects 
the changing moods of investors. 
One day, an investor feels that 
works of art are a hedge against 
Inflation and Is prepared, to bid 


like mad. The next morning, he 
finds himself in sore need of 
cosh and holds back. As I see 
it, only such conflicting attitudes 
can account for the-. sudden ups 
and downs In the art market. 
Further Indication that this may 
be the explanation is to be found 
in the dealers' market which is 
severely depressed in several sec- 
tors. The crisis is far more severe 
for the dealers than for the auc- 
tioneers because at auction even 
the most hard-boiled customer can 
get excited and buy, almost in 
spite of himself, whereas, in a 
shop, he has all the time in the 
world to let his excitement cool 
down. 

A sidelight on the Christie sale: 
It offered several drawings of 
high quality, carefully described 
and documented in the best tra- 
dition of the English salesroom. 
The 305 lots made it worthwhile 
for international buyers to make 
the trip to London. And indeed, 
more than half of them were 
foreigners— French, Italians, Ger- 
mans. And. this Is how, slowly 
and surely, the English auc- 
tioneers are widening the gap 
separating the London from the 
French market.

The Oedipal Urge of British Playwrights

T ONDON. April C.— British writ-

ers arc currently afflicted with 
an oedipal urge or, at least, the 
desire to have their childhood 
reminiscences literally acted out, 
which usually amounts to the 
-■mmp thing. Just opening at the 
Mermaid Is Walter Greenwood's 
dramatization of his autobio- 
graphy. "There Was a Time.'* 
Meanwhile. Peter Nichols's bril- 
liant new play "Forget-Me-Not 
Lane" is showing at the Green- 
wich Theatre, although it ought 
to transfer to the West End be- 
fore long. 

So far. the best play in this 
vein has been David Mercer's 
“After- Haggerty," at the Criterion, 
which Is disguised autobiography, 
ostensibly about a leftist critic 
trapped In a wasteland of ills own 
making and at odds with his 
working-da ss father, whose vir- 
tues have solidified into an un- 
lovely mass of prejudices. In 
the course of the play, the father 
Is so cruelly destroyed that it 
seems to be an act of personal 
vengeance by the author. Yet 
the result is also great dram, 
murderously funny. 

Father Liked 


Recently, the Greenwich The- 
atre premiered John Mortimer's 
affectionate “A Voyage Round My 
Father," which will open In the 
West End later this year. Mr. 
Mortimer actually liked his father 
and produced an elegiac reminis- 
cence of upper-middle -class life. 
The play ended with the death of 
the father and the son's words: 
"I'd been told of all the things 
you're meant to feeL Sudden 
freedom, growing up, the end of 
dependence, the step Into the sun- 
light when no one is taller than 
you and you're in no one's 
shadow... I know what I felt. 
Lonely." 

In Mr. Nichols's "Forget-Me-Not 
Lane,” the sou finds Ills father 
dead on the floor and reflects: 
“His death made me feel the cer- 
tainty of my own.'* The hero 
here. Frank (finely played by 
Anton Rodgers), Is self-centered. 
The play is his apologia, deliver- 
ed straight to the audience. He 
hated Ids father, a traveling 
salesman trying to get one rung 
up the social ladder, a puritan at 


odds with his lowcr-middle-class 
environment, who reduced life to 
a rigid existence governed, by a 
few 113-chosen platitudes. Frank's 
tragedy is that he realties he 
resembles his father: "We're all 
in the genetic trap.** 

The lirst set of the play may 
bewilder those not old enough to 
remember Wolrd War II. It is 
an achingly witty exercise in 
nostalgia as Frank, remembering 
himself at 14. recalls those things 
that mode the 1940s his golden 
age: his first fumbling attempts 
at love-making, pin-ups of Betty 
G ruble and Hedy Lamarr, and a 
wind-up phonograph playing is 
rpm records of Eddie Condon 
and Fee Wee Russell. The climax 
is a hilarious concert for troops, 
complete with a patriotic con- 
juror, a girl dancer on roller 
skates, and a Vera Lynn -sty 1; 
vocalist singing “There'll Always 
Be an England." 

The second act analyzes the 
marriages of Frank and his 
parents, with Frank recoiling 
from his wife in horror as he 
watches himself repeat the mis- 
takes oi his own father. He 
daydreams of sex without respon- 
sibility and imagines escaping 
from his wife but is eternally 
seduced by memories of her as a 
willing schoolgirl His father 
(Michael Bates in a richly comic 
performance* shrinks from a 
tyrant into a pathetic old man, 
desperate to communicate with, 
his family and unable to do so. 

How much of this is auto- 
biographical, only Mr. Nichols 
knows.. Certainly it has the feel 
of accurately rendered euperier.ee. 
The play has not the daring of 
“Joe Egg/' There is something 
soft-centered in this portrait of 
a still young man wishing he 
were adolescent again, yet em- 
barrassed by memories of him- 
self as a youth. But Mr. Nichols 
jabs away with some fine jokes, 
keeping them coming until the 
audience is punch drunk with 
laughter. Michael Blakemore 
directs with speed and precision. 
Joan Hickson is perfect as the 
much-put-upon mother, and 
Priscilla Morgan manages to be 
both sexy and shrewish as the 
wife. Stephanie Lawrence is a 
delightful embodiment of youth- 


ful lust as bliss 1940 on roller- 
skates. 


About Children 

John Peacock's "Children of 
the Wolf” at the Apollo, while 
in no way autobiographical, is 
about children destroying their 
parents in the manner of one of 
the nastier Greek myths. A suc- 
cess at the recent Dublin fes- 
tival. the play is an effective 
melodrama providing an evening 
of charnel house horror. 

A little patience is needed, for 
the first act is a long-winded 
bore. But the second and third 
acts maintain a weird fascina- 
tion. Two illegitimate twins, a 
boy and a girl, who were aban- 
doned at birth, lure their mother 
back to her lover's old home, now 
a cob webbed ruin. They torment 
her. forcing her to face the truth 
about her past, acting out her 
love affair before taking their 
final vengeance. 

The play. ‘ on reflection, is a 
load of implausible nonsense, full 
of an unpleasant religiosity. It 


is odd to find a writer at young 
as Mr. Peacock— he is 26— using 
words like “fornication” as if he 
were a Victorian author, as if 
they still carried an emotional 
charge, a sense of damnation. It 
is stranger still to find him put- 
ting such words In the mouth of 
a 21-year-old— especially as he 
relies on dark hints of incest and 

the sight of a son sexually as- 
saulting his mother to fuel his 
play. 


Yet. after the first act. it works 
dramatically, keeping the au- 
dience on the edge of their seats 
in anticipation of - horrors to 
come. It Is also excellently acted. 
Yvonne Mitchell even wakes the 
mother seem moving. Sheelagh 
Cullen convinces as the daughter, 
a sexually confused sadist. But 
the real find Is Shane Briant ss 
the son, shy and stammering. He 
is a young actor obviously des- 
tined for great fame. Vincent 
Dowling directs and there is a 
nicely crumbling set by David 
Wilson.

• Key Development

proved, and on Aug. 10. 5325 B00 
of the money was put at Mr. 
Bevel’s disposal. 

As collateral. Mr. Bevel offer- 
ed two 50,000-share AFCA stock 
certificates with a purported 
market value oi SiO a share. 
American Express also says it was 
given a photostat of a letter, dat- 
ed April 20, purportedly signed 
by Nicole as Gravesteyn. an ex- 
ecutive of AFCA’s distributor 
firm, stating that thr certificates, 
numbered 1290 and 1291. were not 
restricted or encumbered in any 
way. 

In short, to American Express's 
knowledge, the certificates were 
readily marketable or redeemable. 
Clifford J. Bennett, president of 
AFCA at that time, says Amer- 
ican Express made no Inquiries 
to his office as to the validity 
of the certificates, and lie denies 
any knowledge of their issuance. 

Borrowed Certificates 

Mr. Bevel had rented the cer- 
tificates from Martin -J. Munson, 
a Los Angeles lawyer, who says 
he was acting as trustee for a 
client, whom he cannot name be- 
cause of his professional rela- 
tionship with the client. The cer- 
tificates had been signed by a 
Vincent V. Llaica, indicating that 
he had owned them at one time. 

An agreement between Mr. 
Bevel and Mr. Munson, dated 
Aug. 13, 1970. indicates Mr. Bevel 
was to pay $125,000 to Mr. Mun- 
son fas trustee! for use of the 
AFCA shares for one year. 
Adding American Express's In- 
terest charges on the loan it- 
self. this indicates that Mr. Bevel 
was willing to pay an effective In- 
terest rate of mare than 40 per- 
cent for the money.

AFCA refused on grounds that 
payment for the shares was ir- 
regular. 

Mr. Bevel was arrested in Lau- 
sanne to December on suspicion 
of fraud, and is still in jail al- 
though no official charges have 
been lodged. 

Bennett's Background 

AFCA was not Clifford Ben- 
nett's first plunge into the mu- 
tual fund business. He took his 
first big step in the mld-lSGOs. 
when he started Service Invest- 
ments. which signed Canadian 
servicemen in Europe to install- 
ment-contract stock - Investment 
plans. In one year, according to 
his brother Richard, Service In- 
vestments contracted sales of S25 
million, but could not get enough 
cash in down payments to pay 
the commissions due Its salesmen. 
Clifiord then sold out. leaving 
himself in debt. 

His next venture was Perfor- 
mance Group Fund, organized to 
1968. which invested to shares of 
other "normally aggressive 
growth funds." 

The Midas Gold Fund, also 


started in 19ti8. was Clifford's 
neat new product. As a result of 
its formation, both Performance 
Group and Midas itself lost thc:r 
much-valued depositary arrange- 
ment with Bank of America. At 
UK residents are not allowed to 
hold or trade in gold, tTB.

At to given address. 310 Regent 
Street, London, no such company 
could be found. 

However, papers filed with the 
British Department of Trade and 
Industry show that Guardian 
Custodian was registered on Feb. 
23. 1970. with nominal capiial of 
£100 iS240>. and on April 2S, 
1970. its officers were listed su 
Nicolaas Gravesteyn manager, 
a nd Clifford Bennett, general 
director. Unlike most fund?, 
which use outside fiduciaries as 
trustees. AFCA kept it In the 
family. 

Mr. Gravesteyn says the fund 
got too big for Guardian so the 
job was given to Midwest Na- 
tional lYust Co. of Panama. No 
listing for Midwest can be found 
in any recognized banking direc- 
tories.

"If we can't sue, 
well die." 


“But, Briefless, surely there is 
other law work that you can 
find?” I said. 

-Nothing that pays as well. 
Sometimes, if it’s a difficult case, 
we get 50 percent of the settle- 
ment. The very least we'll get 
is a third. If we lose we get 
nothing. But it's the only thing 
we know how to do. You can't 
say to a man who has been train- 
ed in *whiplash' and ’pain and 
suffering suits' to go out and 
learn a new trade. Do you know 
what has made America the great 
country it is today?" 

"I'm not sure.” I admitted. 

“The right of one person to 
sue another person for an auto- 
mobile crash.” 

“No kidding?" 

'‘And also the right to select 
counsel to sue the other person, 
plus the right of the other party 
to select counsel to defend the 
suit.

x heavy title. “Coexistence and Com- 
merce.” and a downright disheartening 
sales price of S17.50 a copy was published 
tn the United States by McGraw-Hill. It has 
since gone through two printings, half a 
dozen foreign editions, and will soon be 
released in paperback, its cover a collage 
of pr aising comments by such men as Jean 
Mormet. Henry Ford 2d. Sen. William Ful- 
bright, Giovanni Agnelli, David Rockefeller 
and Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 

"I thought that perhaps people were just 
buying the book and putting it on their 
shelves.” says Samuel Pisar, the Paris- ' 

baaed American lawyer who wrote “Co- 
existence and Commerce." "But I think 
they're actually reading it." 

Mr. Pisar. who described his book as a 
sober document 'his chief literary influence 
was the Harvard Law Review, for which 
he used to write), is a well-known expert 
on East-West trade. His book Is subtitled 
"Guidelines for Transactions Between East 
and West." and the Wall Street Journal 
has called it “a working manual for East- 
West trade- 

in fact, his argument goes further: trade 
Is the most effective weapon for peace. 
“Peace can be built, man to man and firm 
to firm, not just government to govern- 
ment.'' he says. 

To put complex and far-ranging argu- 
ments on a simple scale. Mr. Pisar envis- 
ages what he calls “a trans-id eological 
co roo ration." in which a Communist and 
a Western company have joined to make 
one company. Both sides would have a 
vested interest in peace so that their 
enterprise can continue. 

Tlie use of trade as a weapon of peace 
Is not new; Mr. Pisar uses as his book's 
epigraph Alexander Hamilton's statement, 
“The spirit of commerce has a tendency 
to soften the manners of man and to ex- 
tinguish those inflammable humors which 
so often have kindled into wars.” What is 
new is the tremendous response to Mr. 
Pis&r's book which he attributes to tim- 
ing. The American public, he says, under- 
stands his message 'the government doesn't 
seem to— yet) and. weary of 20 years of 
cold war. would like to try a new tack. 

“There are two classical ways of building 
peace.” Mr. Pisar says. “One way Is the 
balance of thermonuclear terror, which is 
precarious, costly and leads to oblivion. 
The other way is negotiation, of which the 
principal example is the recent Brandt- 
Kosygin agreements. This doesn't work- 
look at the German-Soviet Dact. not that 
I am comparing Brandt to Hitler or Kosygin 
to Stalin. International life has become 
too complicated to be based on internz- 
tkmal diplomacy. What I am talking 
about is building in .be subdued, practical 
way. on a human IeveL 
“Could there be two. greater enemies than 
France and Germany? But a few reason-

able men. Jean Monnet and Robert Schu- 
mann on the French side and Erhard, and 
Adenauer on the German, decided that 
maybe the way to integration was not the 
road of Charlemagne, Napoleon and Hitler, 
but the subdued and pragmatic way of 
economics.

“What did they do? They formed the 
European Coal and Steel Community to 
have capital flow from one to the other 
in such a way that to go to war is like 
stabbing one’s own body.” 

This notion, says Mr. Pisar, especially 
intrigued the Young Presidents Organiza- 
tion of the United States and their wives, 
whom he addressed in the Colosseum of 
Caesars Palace in Las Vegas. Mr. Pisar 
followed a lady sex expert, the Rev. Ralph 
Abernathy, Art Iinkletter and, speaking 
without notes, won a standing ovation. "It 
was there I became a ham.” he says. 

He has also addressed UjS. banks from 
coast to coast, defended free enterprise In 
a French debate with. Socialist Michel 
Rocard and appeared on the “Today" 
show. In the coming weeks, he will 
debate with futurologist Herman Kahn 
and . address Harvard Law and Busi- 
ness Schools, the Chase Manhattan Bank 
and the Council of Foreign Relations. 
"This is a very unnatural period of my 
life." Mr. Pisar says, "because what I do is 
practice law.” 

Samuel Pisar came to Paris as the Com- 
mon Market was waning alive. Born in 


Poland, he lost his entire . family in Nazi 
extermination camps and, aged 12. crossed 
wartime Europe on foots "Those years be- 
tween 12 and 17” he says. “Compared to. 
my life PapiDon's is a still life in a Swiss 
sanatorium.*' 

He reached Australia, where he. rapidly 
learned English (he speaks 7 languages), 
mnrip up for six years of lost schooling and 
played tennis, unsucessfuDy, with Ken 
RosewaXL He went to Harvard and holds 
doctorates from Harvard and the Sorbonne. 
He is also a wig-owning Barrister-at-Law 
of Gray's Inn. He worked on President 
Kennedy’s task force on foreign economic 
policy and was made a U.S. citizen by 
Special Act of Congress. 

Since the appearance of "Coexistence and 
Commerce." Mr. Pisar has been consulted 
by members of President Nixon’s cabinet, 
testified before the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee’s Subcommittee oxr Foreign Economic 
Policy, nT1ri President Nixon’s Committee 
on International Trade and Investment 
Policy. He is a close friend of JearKTacques 
Servan-Schreiber, though he points out 
that he is equally friendly with French 
Finance Minister Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
(Mr. Pisaris book was written over a four- 
year period in a chateau belonging to 
Giscard). 

In suggesting a drastic overhaul of Amer- 
ican policy on trading with the East, Mr. 
Pisar naturally states that no strategic 
materials should be traded. Nor does, he 
take a soft view of Russian- aims: 
“Brezhnev would like to conquer the world 
if he could. He can’t.” The current party 
congress, he says, is preoccupied, encourag- 
ingly, by the state-consumer relationship — 
“How many Polands they, stand?” 

It is to the West’s interest to encourage a 
consumer society in the UBBR.. Mr. Pisar 
says. Not only would it be profitable, but 
it would slow down the Russian war effort 
by making their society more complex. 
"Ironically, they want the very society we 
have begun to question.” In addition to 
the emphasis on self-interest and the ' 
pragmatism for which.he has been praised. 
Mr. Pisar idealistically feels that increased 
trade with Russia would bring her people 
more freedom: "No country can maka eco- 
nomic progress hdIossi mfnda jyro free. 
Economic progress, national security and 
human freedom are intertwined,” he says. 

American government policy remains a 
barrier to East-West trade. Mr. Pisar 
cites the example of Ford turning down an 
invitation to build a truck factory in Russia 
when Defense Secretary Melvin Laird ex- 
pressed fear that the trucks might be used 
on the Ho Chi MLnh Trail in 1975. But. 
says Mr. Pisar, government policy will 
change. 

"President Nixon has spoken about mov- 
ing from confrontation to negotiation," he 
says. "So the book is consistent with Mr. 
Nixon's policy, if he really meant it.”
